WITH reference to Mr. Kelly’s despatch No. 1057 of the 0th September, 
l<jfifi, !Lnd to previous correspondence on the subject of labour mi test in Egypt, 

I have the honour to report that, according to a Cairo city police report dated 
the 23 rd January, a small number of workmen belonging to syndicates 
controlled by the Wafdist High Council for the Union of Syndicates are 
beginning to show dissatisfaction with Hie council's neglect of their interests 
and the kmk of suitable control over the finances ol the various syndicates. 
They complain that the authorities arc disregarding the interests of labour in 
general, and that workmen souttmoejjjj to terms of imprisonment for disturbances 
of |,he peace, notably the assault on the police in front of Nahil Abbas Mailing 
house in 1084, have not yet enjoyed the benefit of an amnesty. 

2. A later report states that a small group of discontented workmen, ten 
in n li 1 uber, assembled in front of Akdin Ualueu on the tilth January to 
demonstrate their loyalty to the King. They had apparently hoped to attract 
0 Idler workmen, but; no others actually took part, 

fi. lu is also reported by the police that another contributory cause id 
this discontent in the delay'In the promulgation of (dm labour legislation 
foreshadowed in the Speech from the Throne at the opening of Parliament hist 
November. There is no doubt that the working classes am disappointed that 
their claim fur improved conditions of work, which they anticipated as a 
consequence of the Wufd'a return to power, has not yet been satisfied. The 
newspaper jih-rtitu reported on, the 10th January that the Union of Industries, 
u group of influential industrialists* had submitted to the Government a note 
mi the subject of the proposed legislation; according to the police fclie disesqn- 
touted workers assumed from this report that the industrialists were anxious 
that 11 in issue of the legislation in question should lie deferred until after the 
Capitulations Confereucin It has been ascertained from the Pi recto r-Hen oral, 
public Security, however, that the Union of Industries merely wished to have 
more time to study the projected law and that the Government have no 
intention of holding it up pending the outcome of the Capitulations Conference. 

4. As regards the internal composition of the Witfd’s High Council for 
the Union of Syndicates, the presidency, which was resigned by Humdi Seif-el- 
Neiht Puglia on his appointment as Minister of Agriculture in May last, has not 
vet boon filled, U is reliably reported that Fade! Ahmed Khalil, the secretary* 
and two other members of the council are not genuine Wutdists, and that four 
newly-appointed members of the council arc unpopular with the workers of 
certain of the syndicates attached to the union.

the i in prudence of striking the largest number of Egyptians possible in their 
i elide rest apol—thtdr pocket. 1 have, in mv despatches New. QO and 7 ! of (lie 
l£tli and loili January respect ivc ly. reported on various fen hi res of the National 
IVfence Scheme Fund I Tactically all officials have bmt forced to subscribe n 
month of tlidr pay, spread out, it is true, in twenty-four monthly instalments. 
Even the poorly paid rank nnd .File of the army nnd police have been mulcted in 
ibis fashion Still more, zealous niudirs, with. tin doubt, novermnenl encourage¬ 
ment, have been extracting subscription* from landowners nnd even from 
agricultural labourer*, whose miserable pay has long been a reproach to fch& 
wealthy possessing elass of Egypt Was& Rcy, the Governor of the Southern 
Ileseri, told (lie oriental secretary n few days ago that he had been forced to

extract a contribution of a month's pay from even ids ]merest paid* desert 
policemen, those in receipt oj &!£. 2 u month. He Imd hitherto been able to 
tivade imposing this levy on the imn-olliriaJ clemmi* and, if eventually pressed 
to do so, he would prefer to resign for, having lived so long among these desert 
people, he knew how wretchedly poor they were, 

0. Reports from a variety of sources agree in emphasising that these 
exact ions have created a wide spread movement of hostility amongst dtleials 
towards the Wafd. It would seem that this hostility must liecome. equally general 
among the agricultural elements w ho have suffered similarly Moreover, tikis sense 
of personal grievance is coinciding with a general perception of administrative 
insecurity and deterioratum due to the nepotism and incompetence of the Wafd 
Government:

Mi According to an in formant in touch with Ali Maher, the bitter is 
convinced that, by next autumn it will he possible to force the resignation of the

La. It is greatly to be hoped that tlie King and the Oppnsilimj L.it-mmits will 
not make tlie mistake of premature action which in the past has always rallied 
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the Wafd, If siU1 tint sufficiently discredited, (he Wafd, driven out of office, 
might reform its ranks and become popular again as the martyr of popular 
freedom. There in still, even among moderate elements, much sympathy with the 
Wald, and .regret that it should l>o ruining itself by its own tollies. It is always 
possible that, in their eagerness for power, the anti-Nahas elements may over¬ 
estimate the ifftte at which the official Wafd is losing its prestige or the readiness 
of the rank and file to welcome its substitution by n Palace regime. They may 
also be losing aighi of the probability tiute they themselves will liavc considerable 
difficulty in sinking dltTercm^ of ternpermturnt and ifiterost and remaining united 
long enough to defeat the Wafd, 

Id. It would also be unwise to over-estimate the appearances of popularity 
which is unfortunately giving King Farouk an exaggerated opinion of himself. 
The chances me that the Egyptian people in the long run will revert Lo its 
fuufhimeiuni dislike of the family of Mohammed Ali It must he admitted that 
successive Sovereigns of that family have given their subjects little encourage 
merit u# overcome (hat dislike. It would be unfair to prejudice appreciations of 
the young Kings future by basing ourselves on his present youthful 
nxtniViigancGH. Ycl he is credited by vai sous qua)ilied informants with being at 
po sent- uneducated, hay, untruthful, capricious irresponsible and vain, though 
with a quick superficial intelligence and churn of manner. These arc not 
chnractei'ist.tcs which arc likely to give a King any lasting hold of his people. If 
he succeeded in ejecting the Wafd, we might, expect :i recurrence, in exaggerated 
forma, of all the abuses of arbitrary government which were sn characteristic of 
his father during intermittent periods of Palace regimes. As we should no longer 
In- there to assure public order and restrain the monarch by fear, thus contributing 
l,o the steadying of the Palace regime, it seems unlikely that Kim; Farouk would 
be able to maintain himself against popular opposition so easily as his father 
was able to, It is much to be hoped, therefore, Inal he will not tali a! the AVafd 
before it has been sufficlenity weakened to Ire no longer dangerous in opposition, 

\1, As regards (he realm of foreign policy, the altitude ol (he Wafd 
Government has not been satisfactory. I have already referred to its reticence 
over its discussions with the Iraq Government regarding ft treaty of allmuc* (see 
my despatch No. 148 of the 1st February last), in spite of (he moral obligation of 
an ally Lo discuss with us prospects of such foreign commitments. We are 
generally not bring consulted by the Egyptian Govern menc, Indeed, there is. 1 
should imagine, less inclination on the part of the Egyptian Government to 
consul l us on mat (era of mutual interest than is (he case or any foreign Govern 
mum only united to us by tics of friendship and interest. I have in previous 
reports acquainted you with the difficulties encountered by tin- Brit ish military 
mission owing to Egyptian obstruction arid suspiciousness. Obvmusty, the present 
Egyptian Government is under the obsession of independence and wauls to avoid 
any appearance til being in our leading-strings, 

]B f However, I am nut disposed to lake these early manifestations too 
seriously, Egypt umv perhaps be compared to a horse kept in the stable too long 
end suddenly let out into i.hr field Any reappearance of its groom with bran will 
excite in such an animal extreme suspicion and semi him galloping offi only to 
reLurn when the desire of food imu'Pftses* After one or two half drear ted attempts 
l.o approach the groom, lie may end by eating quietly out of his hand. 

IU. Whatever may be the present inconveniences of extremist Nationalist 
influences on the Wal’d in its present relations with us, we might be falling out 
of the frying-pail into the fire by exchanging the Wafd for a Pal nee Government, 
Wir.li ilic single exception of Wacyf Gbali Ihsha. the Wafd leaders on the whole 
arc at present little disposed to entertain continental preferences to us. I am 
convinced, in spite of reports from secret-sources which have reached you thal 
the Wafd is not seriously toying with Italian entanglements. I doubt even if, in 
spite of Niiturn'll Berlin visit and his, perhaps passing, admiralion of Hitlerism, 
he nr anv of the Waitlist lenders are as ycl seriously affected by German 
inlhieuee, which is being actively furthered in this country by the German 
Govertime! 1 1 and ils agents. The Wald's recent cooling off regarding the 
Blueshlrts (see my despatch No, 20 of the IHh January last) would seem to 
indicate a dismal imitten on its part to internet fy Nazi formal ions. The Palace, 
oh the other hand, 3ms always had and still has Latin preferences, ft is certainly 
more favourable to French than to Anglo-Saxon culture, It has far more contacts 
with Italy and Germany than the Ward has, it seems likely that both Germany 


and Ttaly would exercise more million, e over a Pal iice teg i me 11 1a i i trver t he \\ n f < I 
Government. The Palace, moreover, seems to be COO tinning Fund A Islamic 
proclivities and might be more troublesome to us in Arabian binds than the Wafd, 
In short, from our poml o! view, there is not much to clmosc between

WITH reference to my despatch No. 289 nf the ftfcli March reporting my 
cot iversation with Nairn Pasha with regard to the present apparent fall in the 
stock of the Wafd Government, I have the honour to submit the following more 
detailed observations—the result of considerable investigation—on the decline 
of administrative efficiency since tho advent of the Wafd to power. This decline 
is now making itself seriously felt, and is adding to the general unpopularity of 
the present, Ministry, which has spread, so l am informed, to the provinces/ 

2. Before detailing the particular aspects in which this decline is most 
noticeable, I should point out that, soon after the n l! vent to power of the Wnftl, 
the Ministry was kepi fully occupied with treaty negotiations and routine work 
was allowed to slide and ’ncch uni late, The position therefore was that, when, 
after the signing and ratification of the treaty, the Ministry had more time to 
attend to internal administrative mailers, ii was faced with Urge arrears of 
work. It was all the more necessary therefore that tins Prime Minister rind his 
colleagues should apply themselves with all t.licir attention to deal with this 
accumulation and start tho administrative machine functioning again normally 
as soon as possible. 

3. Instead, however, of tackling this problem, No has Pasha and his 
colleagues have been fully occupied with countless interviews and social function*, 
with the result that the accumulation has not only not been dealt with, hut has 
increased in bulk, 

4. ihe little time that the Prime Minister has been able to spend in his 
office—he fin da great, difficulty in arriving before noon—has been mainly spent in 
satisfying the aspirations of Ids followers whom he has caused to he appointed 
Us many Ley poris and who have in their various Ministries made tho confusion 
worse. For instance, during the hist few years tho Ministry of Interior has 
lieen largely administered bv 11 assn.ii Bey Rifaat, the Under-Scirotary of State, 
an official of cons idem 14c ability and great ox peril nee. lie is a man prepared 
to work loyally with am Ministry, but, because of his Sack of political fervour 
for the Waffd* he has lien side-tracked by a recently iippointou Parliamentary 
Under-Sec ret ary whose experience of administration is ml. The natural result 
has been that tho normal machinery of the Ministry no longer fnnotions with 
efficiency. 

u It would 1>e overstating the case to any that this congestion at tho centre 
has already had serious effects on the provincial ad mini stmt ion. On the 
contrary* [ am informed that the mudirs arid mamours are carrying oil adequately 
for the moment, though they are worried at the lock of direction from Cairo, 
fn Ellis connexion it’ must lie remembered, however, that the present senior 
provincial officials were all trained in the old school with British officials* This 
training and the momentum of many years of adequately efficient i tomtomrativc 
routine will, ope may hope, hold the provincial machinery for some time to come. 

6, In the Finance M inis try the congestion of work is acute. There arc over 
Uiuii eases awaiting the attention of the Finance Committee, the bottle neck 
through which every question involving expenditure must pass, li was the 
custom that this committee should meet once a week. The last normal mating 
weis on tho 5th December of lust year. The Foreign Officials 1 Committee has 
similarly not met since September last. 
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^ 7. As regards Justice, I enclose n note by Mr, I St-sly,(') Judicial Secretary, 
which indicates certain facti ms making for n lowering of efficiency, but is not 
altogether pessimistic as regards the future, provided a halt h now called to 
favouritism in appointments You will note, however, in paragraph J of this 
memorandum that there Es the same a eon mu I ill, ion of arrears of cases and a 
lowering of the standard of wnrk in iliis Ministry, in this connexion, it. is 
interesting I,o note that the Council of Ministers recently decided that there should 
bo no. further exceptional appointmanta, promotions anil increases of |nty. This 
decision, of an informal nature, vv?ss provoked tty the growing public complaints 
of favouritism by the Ministers and their satellite#. H remains to be seen, 
however, whether this decision will be long adhered to. 

8. A technical department which has bSen especially affected isthat of the 
Ministryof Public Work a. The present Mini ste'iy Usman Mnhiimim, is described 
by Sir Frank Wulstm as 11 public danger, and Mr. Butcher, Director■■(jenerah 
Southern Nile, in tx recent minute; wrote ns follows i A policy in which the 
Minister considers himself the final, and, indeed, the only, technical authority 
and personally dictates the most profound and sweeping changes in technical 
procedure without consulting the V iKler Secretary or the responsible officials is 
necessarily viewed with apprehension. Senior officials, as a result, consider that 
they are relieved of all respcm&ihiiiiy for the conduct of lheir OepartttienK since 
they have not advocated such l hanges and arc not given an opportunity of 
discussing them before a decision is given. Further, m the appoint me id, rem- 
sifit.ement, promotion and dismissal of officials, it m now generally recognised that 
the Minister's personal views sire sihmo of importance, and in consequence heads 
td [.lopnnmonte Eaakate to make recoirnmnuhiUnuK i»r h> express views which they 
know will not be favourably considered.** 

0. The other Ministries arc, f am informed, in like case nothing Fatal as 
yet., but a general slowing up of the machine and congestion. 

ID. t do not- wish to paint the picture too black Some deterioration in 
the standards of administration were hound to occur, ami Kgvpfc is a long-suffering 
country accustomed to delays and inefficiency. The vyoret positive tea lures of 
maladminist rail inn may be attenuated m a result not, only of my friendly advice 
Ih> Naims Pasha, which wins reported to you in my dcspnErfi referred to above, bnl- 
of n gi*owing appreciation by lii^ Excellency of the undoubted slump in Wald

1L But 1 fear that, Imwowr much Malum Pasha may lake nil this to heart, 
he and his col leagues, with llie possible exceptions of Ahmed Maher find Xokruthi 
Pasha, arc ho lacking in administrative captivity ami experience that they will be 
incapable of restoring the situation in any appreciable degree.

bv no means certain to win. If IIis Majesty should lose nml yet lend an active 
opposition to the Wafd, he is likely to earn the resentment of his people, _ A 
m.(,u;it>ion of this kind, in any event particularly undesirable since the conclusion 
of the treaty, would become dangerous if ihe Wafd were to develop » tendency (of

so Sit.. 1 husbanded. Presumably our purpose is to set Anglo-Egyptian relations 
nil a satisfactory basis in Ihe post treaty regitiuu and thus make- smv that the 
IreaU is satisfactorily carried mil and a peaceful and friendly area established 
at a vital point of our imperial communications. But it would be useless for lfis 
Maj est v'r G o vc rm non t and U tv H is NI aj esl y' s rep reso mi i im- in (hii ro to assy rt 
their inIIiience for these purposes if there is nothing hut ii stele of growing chaos 
in Kgypt in which to assert p —to wield it. so to speak, in tnnw, With chaotic 
internal conditions, Grenl Britain's relations with Kgypt in a treaty regime 
cannot he established except tin a basis diametrically opposed to that underlying 
Ihe treaty; tut one, 11ml is. which would entail the rcstovnliim of the old vicious 
circle. Nor in such conditions can Elis Majesty‘s Hovernmeiit mismv the eai eying 
on! of the treaty terms. The husbanding of their influence can therefore be 
pursued too long, and the moment at which Mis Majesty's Hove rumen t should 
cease doing m must be most carefully watched and ganged, The solution of the 
Capitulations question by a successful conference will tend by so much to weaken 
ili,. Kgyptiftii desii-e for our help, and therefore to diminish by the same ammini 
our influence. 


(i fj has always appeared to me (and 1 believe that your Kxcelieney agrees) 
Lhal the success of the treaty policy must in the linn 1 analysis depend mainly upon 
Mis Majesty's representative m Cairo; in him must fall the task of finding a 
new technique which will enable him to play in fact, though not in a p pea ranee, 
a role scarcely, if at all, less effective than tlmt of the High Commissioner of 
earlier days, ' You wilt no doubt have been studying the new technique and will 
have fanned an idea of liow i! should he applied. The question now is lu decide 
when it should be put inLo action. 

7. 1 shall, therefore, welcome your views on the question whether, in the 
light of the situation you describe, it is nut necessary that you should very sunn 
begin to use persistently and in si stem iy the influence acquired through the 
enhanced goodwill engendered by the treaty. The kind ut use fli our influence 
which I have ill mincl relates not so much la isolated matters of more or less 
importance and perhaps of si transitory interest which we may wish to be settled 
in our favour. It re bites Hither to l he tendering of advice with a view to 
maintaining Internal policy ami adniiEListeathm in Kgypt on proper lines betore 
it is too late. 

8. In putting this question to your Kxcelleiicy, I should my that, in my 
own opinion, and subject to any strong views which you may hold to the contrary, 
you should take the earliest opportunity of again warning Naims Kasim of the 
dangers which threaten both the preset it Government ami the State of Kgypt and 
its inhabitants (part iriihirly the poorer rf if 0 inhabitants) as a result <>f the 
existing niahul in ini strut ion. In doing so, you should express the earnest hope 
t ha I Nrihas Pasha will take immediate steps to remedy the present situation. I 
welcome the fact., ns reported in your despatch No. 289, that you have spoken to 
Lhe Prime Minister as from yourself about the dangers arising out of the 
inadequacies of his Government. On the next occasion, while speaking in the 
friendliest possible terms. you should make it plain that you are doing agnail 
the instructions and with the full authority of His Majesty s Government, I he

Studied eng nice ring (1904) at Glasgow ITtuyeraiby^ reco lying financial assistance 
fpum the Turkish (im-crnmciti, through Shirikh Alulol Aziii ShawiBii, on condition 
that, he entered ruikish service when tpisiliiicd, tn 101^ he was on the stan oi 
Sir \V Wilbocks and Mo^rk. dohu Jackson (Limited) on the Luphmtes dam 
On the outbreak of the war ho was employed by the Turkish military authorities 
in Bagdad; and Ue woital during the war there anti in IJnmji^-iiu, jmd after the 
war in Palestine as an army contractor His partner in one Palestine Railways 
contract was condemned to prison for fraud. 
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He re turned with some capital to Egypt in 1920; professed strong Saudi at 
principles and prospered. In 1926 he was relumed as Wat'dist M.F, for Atfili. 
in December 1929 lie obtained a permit to publish A l Kashdf , a daily paper, 
wiiteb appeared under Wafdist colours, but. which later reflected pro-Sanvat 
sympathies and Anally faded away* Abhoud broke with the Wafd after 
Mahmoud's coup d'etat of 1028, and was formally expelled from the Wafdist 
party in October 1028, after propagandist activities iu Mahmoud a interest in 
ijjndon, 

tie was similarly active on riidky’s behalf in London iu 1930, and attacked 
Wafdist maladministration in a Times polemic with Makram Ebeid. 

He was made a pasha in February 1031, ostensibly for his work iu the 
construction of the Fuadia Canal. 

Me is interest iug to us because lie represents a lari# number of important 
British firms, lie was equal partner with Messrs, Topham, Junes and Hail ton 
in the contract for the raising of the Assouan dam, ami was at one time the largest 
shareholder in the Egyptian General Omnibus Gotumiuy. He claims, not without 
justice, to have influenced British contracts totalling over C4 million sterling 
tat ween July 1930 and January 103L, Since the summer of 1932 he has notably 
increased his influence in palace Orclc*. and is on the worst-of terms with Sulky, 
who at that time developed an interest in a rival (Italian) contractor named 
Deutamaro. 

He is shrewd and ambitious, and though his enterprise and initiative have 
signally Itonefitcd United Kingdom manufacturers, he has proved a dangerous 
and unscrupulous enemy to British interests conflicting with his own. Elis wife 
is a Scottish woman of considerable intelligence and strength of diameter. 

1034 Ilf was active iu London during the summer and autumn of 1034 as 
a propagandist on behalf of the 1030 regime, working in the closest touch with 
Hiroshi Pasha, and was frequently ran cultured in the Egyptian press ns the 
unofficial Egyptian Minister at the Court of St dames. His notorious exaggera¬ 
tions of Ids claims to influence in British political circles were the subject of 
Residency rq>rc*cntat ions t o K ing Fuad in Septctnlwr, but his activities only 
reused with the collapse of the regime with which his name had for long been 
uiu$a'*>urily associated. 

Since L032 he has been a prominent ami suceessfu) racehorse owner.

Ministry of Waqfs. sought iui ally in the Azluir L* uivorsity, endeavouring In me 
the religious students as a counter force to the other students, who were adherents 
of /rtghlul. he is credibly reported to have encouraged the agitation which made 
the Sudan a burning question before Zaghlul went In London to negotiate in the 
summer of 1021, 

On his return to Egypt in the autumn, Zaghlnl, who was well aware that the 
King was manualvring against him and that N&shaTs spiftfe had been watching 
him in Europe, and who was anxious to divert political interest from the question 
of Anglo-Egyptian relations, accused the Palace of <h intrigues." hut the King 
snatched Nashnt from the burning by appointing him acting L ' chef do cabinet,” 
and Zaghhil had not yet retaliated when the murder of Sir" Lm Stack led to his 
own reni go alum,. 

Nashat then created a new political party (the IttelmdisL party) to back the 
King against the Zaghhiliets, and, using as his agent m particular a young man 
who was alleged to bo concerned in political murders, and possihlv in that 
of the Sirdar, he was successful in detaching a number of adherents from the 
Zaghlnliat side 

The methods used in .■cm.-ariirting l\m party and the asraidnncv which the 
King gained over the new coalition Cabinet of 1025 led lo increasing friction 
between Nashat and the iliiiitftb of fcho Interior. Ifuuni! Sidky Pashm who was 
associated with the Liberal (hmstitLitionaUide of (he coalition, and in August the 
break up of the coalition was aeceloratod by the King, who over estimated the 
strength of his own party. 

Nashaf thus found both I be ZngbhiimLs and the Liberal Constitutionalists, 
now in Opposition, his duel a red ctu’injca. and from both side* a violent campaign 
way waged against him. in which alLgritinn* of his compile iry in the murder of 
the Sirdar wore freely made. These allegations arc still widely believed in 
Egvpt. 

f ii view of Nashivt's ahusiye irtterferenca m tlm nil ministration* and the odium 
whi eh wn% through hi in. falling upon the King, the High Commissioner felt it 
necessary to demand Elis dismissal from the Palace. King Fuad reluctantly 


ii^Cededp and appointed him to the post of Egyptian Minister at Madrid, lie 
was later appointed to Tehran* and in 1928 to Berlin. 

Nashat Pasha is n man of marked vigour and nbiWty, ambitious, unscru¬ 
pulous, and a master of intrigue, iie is courageous and has a taste for living 
dangerously, lie is* in Egypt at any rate, attractive to women, and is extremely 
addicted to their use. He has passed in a few years, by various methods of 
(I is honesty, from poverty to wealth. Though he looks like a villain, he has a not 
t men gaging address, and his quickness and competence make him. up to a point, 
agrccahii' to do business with, IIis political judgment is apt to he faulty, lie 
never, so far ns is known, showed any disloyalty to King Fuad, By most 
Egyptians he is intensely hated and feared. 

Ii must be? said ill bis favour that he has, on the whole, always shown pro 
British tendencies, which arc worth fostering, ns he may play an important part 
m Egyptian politics again in the future.

During the Sarwat Ministry he was 11 chef du cabinet to ihe King and lent 
himself to the intrigues against Sarwut* though it is not likely that he initiated 
them. He was, how over, doubtless favourable lo the King '« coquet ting with the 
Zaghlulhts, t iii n king that the King would get some popularity and ecu lie out oil 
the top. During a second short premiership, December 1022 • February 1923, he 
showed himself, in difficult conditions, lacking in stutcsiuilnship, political sense 
and initiative. As Minister of Finance under ZaghluX Jauuary-Novymher 1924, 
he was thoroughly miserable. He cKczipud fcpin the Ministry just in time to avoid 
the cotisequences'of Sir Lee Stack's murder. From limn until December 1025, 
whan lie was again appointed *’chef du cabinet.'" be lived in retirement, and 
incidentally resisted attempts to make him join the Ittelmdist party, 

A good administrator, just and honest, and of reputable character. By 
nature rather unsociable, arid not very experienced in worldly affairs, lie 
combines a reactionary temperament with a sentimental attachment, to 
/ag! i lull sun Loose brilliant people like Sarwai and Sulky are antipathetic to 
him. He is less respected Hum, m view of his virtues, lie might be* because of 
a reputation for impotence.

taken in Egypt lo meet the international emergency rendeml his presence of the 
greatest value, and lie wm steadily encouriigj&d to remain. 

A wave of anxiety which swept over Egypt in July and August was not 
ndieved hy Nessim’s resolute taciturnity and studied neglect of the press, ^ and 
resulted in au incessant outcry in the press for a military alliance with Great 
Britain and the restoration of the 153123 Const it lit ion. 

In November 1935 a great impetus wus given In the mili Nesshn campaign 
by a speech ileiiveinl hy Nltshaniiued Mahmoud, criticising NesdmA silence and 
hubserviemu to the British The Wiiftl. now fearful lest Motm mined Mahmoud 


.should steal its thunder publicly, withdrew iu support of Nessim and Called upon 
him to resign. Violent stud mil disturbances broke out in Cairo arid other towns 
Find continued intcrmil teni.ly until the end of the year. 

The steady rk tenoral ion in the situation led to the formation towards the 
end of the year of a " United Freni " of all political parties pledged in deni and 
u return of the lAmsMUiLinn and treaty negm inriims with the British. 

Nesaim again proposed to resign, as he was under the Impression tlmt Elis 
Majesty's Government would oppose the res urn of the 1923 Constitution, When 
informed, however, that this was not the ease, he promptly presented a petition 
in King Fund mid the Constitution was restored on the 13th December. 

Ncssini continued in office ioi a few weeks more, but the return of the Wal'd 
to power was now inevitable, mid, hi view of King Fuad's unmistakable de&rrc 
to lie rid of him, Nc&rint tendered his resignation mi the 22nd January, 1936.

On the other hand, if the allegations of Dr, Rider 
are well-founded, it may he that the law is not being properly carried nut, and 
in this event I consider l.liut an approach lo the Egyptian Govern mem might bo 
made, should the minorities really desire this. 

:l l request that you will furnish me with a muon on the present situahem 
and with a statement of your views us to the desirability or otherwise of 
approaching the Egyptian Government. Further, I shall bo interested to learn 
whether the Copts themselves have taken any action,

% Towards the end of February and during the first half of March the 
position of the Ministry seemed to be deteriorating rapidly, and it wan then 
thought in many quarters that it would not survive longer than the autumn 
There was discord m the Cabinet, student disorders, demands from teachers and 
labour for higher pay and general resentment at the collections being made for 
the National Defence Fund. 

:i Feeling was running so high that Nairn was at last moved to take action 
I had myself felt constrained to urge him to put an end to the growing discontent 
(see my despatch No. 2811 of the 6th March), and the advice may have had some 
effect. Exceptional promotion*; and appoint men Is ceased, the collection of funds 
for national defence in the provinces was abated, and the growing friction inside 
the Cabinet and in the Ward party itself was temporarily a 1 laved by a heurt-Ui- 
hcntl discussion between the Ministers chiefly concerned and the Prime Minister 
(see my despatch No, 347 of tin 10th March). The situation was thus, for the? 
time being, restored. There is no doubt, however, that at one time the discontent 
prevailing came near to causing the downfall of Nnhas Pasha himself. 

4. Naims Pasha's prestige received a further blow from I he refusal of the 
non-Wnfdist members of the United Front to accept his invitation t<> discuss 
the proposed course of action of the Egyptian delegation to Montreux (hoc 
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paragraph Ilf of my despatch No,, im of the iol.li March). This refusal wn* 
mainly tine to the cavalier way i n which the in vilatiou was soul ami to the failure 
o \ Nanas i/asim to t ake them into consul tat urn at any lime since the treaty. The 
minority loaders, however, had no intention of making serious trouble for the 
Vyaltl ai the moment.

Jk The action taken by Naims Pasha to cheek the w$i&t abuses of his 
Ministry h and the desire oi all parties to show a peaceful Egypt during the 
Muntreux negotiations, allowed the delegation to depart, in an atmosphere of 
comparative political calm and inaugurated a period oi tranquillity locally, Even 
Llio bluesliirta and greenshirts ceased, under instructions, their iietivitiett for the 
time being, and the school boys and students turned their attention fed preparing 
for the May cxn mi nations, 

S. The studied polity of the Opposition until a mouth ago had been to allow 
I-he Ministry to uontinuc molhceeiimciently long to fall of its own inconi patency 
or through a split in its ranks. Only measured attacks on its fin undid pot toy 
and sonic criticism of the settlement reached at Moutreux were to tie made, but 
no dele named onslaught was eon Lem plated. This policy, which seemed eminently 
wise, would now appear to be under reconsideration,, though, so far as J can 
gather, no alterant ive line of action has as yet been definitely derided upon, This 
change ol attitude is, there is reason to kdb've, nut unconnected with rerlrtin 
plans being considered in Palace Circled.

If Nahns Pash* keep bis head, 
refrains from committing Mtis #* similar to those perpetrated last year and tackles 
the probteifts awaiting him with n modicum of statesmanship ami vigour, (here 
should be no need for him Jo consider or he '* jockeyed " into forming some kind 
of coalition Ministry. Under such pircumstanccs tho Wafd may stay fh power 
for several years the Opposition being quite devoid of any organisation capable 
of unseating them by constitutional means. Tf, on ilie other hand, his head .jets 
turned by the receptions awaiting him here (papular applause has a pathological

effect on, him) and he proves iiimsel t again, Kith to his own followers and others., 
incapable of holding the reins of office, then he may he forced by the Palace to 
accept a coalition Ministry, or himself cease to lead the Wafd. 

10. In my judgment it seems improbable find cireutnfttoncse^ will force Nahafi 
Pasha into either of the lat ter positions. There are no indications that Ali Maher 
Pasha has any idea of advising King Farouktuad in an unconstitutional manner 
■indeed, the contrary—or any clear-cut plan of his own as to the formation of 
n Palace party, lie is lying very low and will, no doubt, advise in due course, 
according to circumstances. As long as Naims Pasha can he restrained and 
guided in some measure it would still seem the best for all concerned, ourselves 
included, that the Wafd should continue in power and implement the treaty. 
The pi ■esvnt Opposition k needed "to keep the Mi nisi ry up to the mark, but "is 
itself at present incapable of funning a const i tut ion at MmktLrv. In spite of 
much grumbling, there is no evidence that the hold of the Wafd has appreciably 
lessened in l.lic provinces, and the Opposition panics have, as pointed out almvo, 
no party organisation to compare with theirs. Nor du they seem likely to create 
one, and in this connexion a remark of Mohammed Mahmoud Pasha recently is 
of inieresi. When chided by a well-wisher at the slackness of his parly in nor 
building up a proper organisation in the provinces, be ingenuously remarked that 
"in Egypt it was not possible to make u party unlil one was in power/' 
Paradoxical ns ibis may seem, it is in some measure true in Egypt. 

11 In conclusion, I should mention that public sentiment towards the 
British is generally very friendly at the moment. There k a feeling of genuine 
gratitude and admiration at (he way the Egyptian delegation was helped nf 
Montrenx, and report*! from Englishmen living in the provinces- hit in nearly 
all respects uniformly favourable. Our rearmament plan and the coronation 
pageantry have also had their effect in counteract tug any doubt* and fears which 
may have been engendered during the hist two years regarding our stability and 
potential strength.

0. The C harge d Affaires then referred to the (question of Japanese- 
Egyptian relm,ions and to an alleged remark of mine (L have no reeoUeetkm of 
I laving made it!) to the Japanese eoiisul-gjeneral in Alexandria to the effect shut 
any resumption of discussions between Japan and Egypt was likely to be 
postponed until the autumn. lie continued that, of course, the main point in the 
Japanese mind in all this was the 40 per tent, surtax at present leviable on 
Japanese cottons. Nuw t Japan recognised that Great Britain had in a sense a 
favoured position in Egypt and (so I gathered from him) she did not. particularly 
object to our benefiting by this 40 per cent, surtax, but. she could not sec why 
people like Germany, Czechoslovakia., Belgium, &c., who did not enjoy our 
particular position in Egypt, should equally benefit by it as against Japanese 
goods . He add e d that g inee the sur lax wi 1st put oii (bt lhc< 1 os e c i isi 1 d y ( n i the I bw 
cost of living and low currency value in Japan) prices bad greatly risen in Japan, 
and llie ease was tso longer the same art when the tax was imposed. He went on 
to suggest that it might be a good plan that Japanese cotton interests should get 
ia touch with the Manchester cotton interests and come to some arrangement 
whereby the posit ion of each would benefit in Egypt. Mr. Baku professed that 
this was Ins own idea, lie mentioned that, after all, next to Great Britain, 
Japan took more cotton from Egypt than anyone else. Parenthetically I would 
here observe that this statement is true in reaped of 19Jb only, 

tS, f said that this was really rather outside my orbit. So far as 1 knew 
there had been no word in any quarter us regards n renewal of the negutiatiuns 
between Japan and Egypt, ihough presumably they would have some time to be 
renewed, But certainly no Egyptian here had mentioned any thing on the subject 
to me for months now. As to the suggestion of sonic arrangement between British 
and Japanese cotton interests, that was something unite new and I must frankly 
admit that I was out of my depth in regard lo it, Frma pioh, J imagined that 
there was never any harm in industries in various foreign countries, which were 
interested iu the same n i a mi fuel, n re. having discussions together in the hope of 
arriving at some arrangement Bust would benefit both. Bm in this case the 
prime fimtor obviously was the Egyptian Government, And here, perhaps, 1 3md 
better correOL a mistake that might be present in his inirid. His preideeeSBOrj 
for example, had once, 1 remembered, insinuated that if was G reat Britain which 
hud instigated Egypt to pul cm the 4b per cent, surtax. Thai, as I had said to 
Ids predecessor, was untrue. If he would read Hafez A fill Pasha's economic 
report of a couple of years ago, he would find, unless my memory betrayed me, 
certain passages therein t-emmim-nding the Egyptian Guvcnmienl hi take steps 
to protect their home Industry, including cotton, Thai was nboui the only point 
in the psuiba V; report, which, ho far u# 1 knew, had provoked action on the part of 
tilt- Egyptian Government. Anyway, the idea of the 40 per coni, surtax had 
come from within the ranks of the Egyptians and not from us* Mr* Suite 
indicated that he appreciated that, hut lie still thought it might be a good thing 
if British and Japanese cotton interest# were to meet ami turn 1 a friendly talk. 
Would \ think it over 't —and if the idea appealed to us, would I lei hint know 
how such discussions had host be initialed f 1 was guarded in my attitude, but 
bum! that, of course, I should he happy to have the idea considered by the experts. 

7. Mr. Salto next referred to the abolition of the Cain tidal ions. It had 
been a great “ shock to the Japanese Government dial, despite i licit' appeal to 
the British Government to lend their good offices in obtaining lor Japan at 
Montreux the same privileges as regards trial by the Mixed Courts as accorded 
to curtain other countries, the British Govern meat had j ire fussed inability to 
respond to the J&pftiwsg request, Gould 1 explain to him the reasons for thU 
refusal? I said that really the facts were ofear enough We were dealing with 
a highly nationalistic and sensitive race advised by a jurist of high standing who 
never yielded an inch if ho could help it. The plain fari was that Japan had 
not possessed any capitulatory rights in Egypt, The Egyptian altitude hud 
been adamant that iu such cases nationals of countries not possessing capitulatory 
eights should he j valid able by the Native Courts jm*t art at present If might he 
argued that that attitude was merely foolish personally I had never disguised 
that l thought it would merely result in some confusion ilia! there should be 
differentia linn na regards different classes of foreigners in Egypt as the result 
of the Montmix Conference, but one had to reckon with I lie fact that the 
Egyptians were most luimcious of their juridical poult ion. Consequently, it 
would have been hopeless to press the Egyptian Government to accord Japan 
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juridical rights under the new regime which she had never possessed under the 
old. At the same time (though f still had not received the actual text of the 
Montmix Convention and therefore did not know precisely how the phrase ran), 
I believed there was a provision in the convention leaving it open to such Power* 
an wished to do so to negotiate with Egypt in regard to the position of limit 
nation ala in the country. 

B. LLow much of thin Mr* Eaito understood ! cannot guarantee, but Ids fond 
observation st ruck me as due of considerable interest, He observed that, in China, 
Great Britain and Japan had similar interests in regard to the preservation of 
the extra-territorial right#, That being so, it had seemed to the Japanese Govern* 
meat very peculiar, re pm it mildly, that we had turned a deaf ear to Japanese 
requests for assistance ns regards their obtaining similar rights in Egypt to 
t.| lose accord ed to ol \ ie r G reat' I ’owe is vt nde r 1h c Mont reu x G oil vent ion. H e kept 
on repeating this to the extent of provoking in my mind a suspicion that 
underlying what be said might lie a veiled threat, For it will lie remembered that 
in past years there lias always been a suspicion that, the Japanese were eon tom pin 
ling doing some sort of a deal with the Chinese by trading in Japanese extra- 
tend tori nV rights. In the light of my experience in China and the general belief 
that Japan might at any time sell the pass ovei mra, territoriality, it struck me 
forcibly that Mr. Suite’e somewhat cryptic utterance# might imply a definite 

threat that we must not be surprised if Jupa.. sold the pas# in regard to the 

whole foreign position in China in the matter of cjctm-torritorinl rights, [ only

5, As regards the question of Mokrashi Pasha, Amin Pasha informed me 
that, whilst Kahns Pasha had no firm view as to getting rid of him from the 
Ministry, lie felt that ha might be obliged to do so unless Nokrushi Pasha changed 
Ids obstructive and anti-British attitude. Nokraahi Pasha seemed determined 
to eliminate all foreign officials in his and other departments and all British 
inllueime wherever it existed; in short; lie was fundamentally anti-British in his 
sentiments. Nalias Pasha, on the other hand, made loyal Anglo-Egypt inn 
collaboration the sheet-anchor of his whole policy; lie was thus most anxious to 
co-operate in every way with His Majesty's Government and, unless Nokrashi 
Pasirn was prepared to come into line, he' would have to go. I said there was 
nothing in the above to which I could possibly take exception. 

0. Dr. Ahmed Maher, said Amin, was a man of much greater importance 
than Nokrashi and Amin Pasha counselled me to pay particular regard to him. 
in this I think Amin Pasha is right and fortunately I have; during the past year, 
been able to render certain slight services to Dr. Maher which have gone some 
way, I believe, to winning his confidence. I certainly think that lie is a man to 
watch as having great political possibilities before him. 

7. Soon after the delegation’s return, I had a long talk with Makruin Pasha 
u( Alexandria in the course of which l pointed out that the most difficult task of 
the Ministry still lay before them and that they would now have to face the more 
humdrum, but important, work of internal administration. I strewed to him 
i he importance of building up a proper civil service and of differentiating 
between the duties of Pari i runentnry and Permanent Piukr-Seoretaries. Tic 
confessed that lie was fully alive to the importance of these points, but defended 
the power given the Parliamentary Under-Secretaries on the ground that these 
posts were lining used to give experience to younger men who were in training to 
become Ministers. 

&, I understand that Mali ram Pasha is now, at the request of A mm Pasha, 
going to become chairman, of the committee studying civil service reform. This 
is a good move, us it brings the weight of authority of the Ministry of Finance in 
behind tin* nmvemonl I have myself also spoken to I be Prime Minister about it 
and invoked his blessing. 

ft. On Naims Pasha's return to Cairn fl had seen him for only a few 
moments shortly after his arrival in Alexandria) 1 lutd a long interview with 
biin in which we covered nearly all the points discussed with Amin Osman Pasha 
and Makrarn Pasha, 1 think he is fully alive to the internal problems facing him. 
and to Egypt’s need of good administration and of n rest from politics. 1 look 
the opportunity also to Laekle him on the subject of the blueshirts, though 3 was 
careful to generalise in terms of “ chain tame ” of all colours. He expressed 
himself as prepared to deal with the matter with a firm hand arid with the 
blu&did'ts m particular, just, because they were W a id i st supporters. 

10. I hope that some at least of the advice I have tendered has been taken 
to heart. Amin Pasha after our talk skilfully prepared the ground so that 
anything I said later to the Prime Minister fell on soil already receptive. Many 
of the worst abuses of Inst spring have (ari f am told) been abated and 1 feel no 
doubt that the Ministry, although by nature inexperienced and inefficient, mean 
well and, within ( heir lights, will do their best, if for no other reason than that 
they now realise their future will largely depend un their administrative m parity, 
The cheap triumphs of the pant without resnoiisdnHty are no longer to lx- had. 
As T pom ted out to Nahas, the Opposition had confidently anticipated getting 
-n isi to their mill through a failure—or lack of complete success—at MonLenx. 
That having failed them, they would now wait—” bout ho h£ante "—for some 
fill lure in internal administration on which i.q fasten their attack against the 
Government. This I am convinced h the position. 

11 Of one thing l am certain. With the possible exception of Nokrashi 
Pasha the Ministers on the whole arc not ill-disposed towards us and through 
them the provisions of the treaty can most readily bis carried out. We should ba 
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wise 1 feci therefore, to encourage the Wnfd with good advice and to temper 
(where possible) the activities <*f the Opposition. At the same time it must he 
made cfertr to Nalias Pasha that our goodwill depends on the maintenance of u 
certain standard of administrative capacity and integrity and that he cannot 
rely on our sympathy indefinitely unless Ins Ministry proves itself capable of 
governing Egypt amt implementing the treaty. 

' 12 It will bo recalled that, mimed hue I v after the signature of the treaty 
in Loudon, Amin Osman Pasha impressed upon us how important it was for 
ns " to keep the Wnfd guessing ” and not to allow them to take their power and 
security for granted. This advice l have always regarded as sound and I do not 
ihink that Nahas Podia is labouring under any delusions as to his position

The 
Ministry d f Finance, he etonti&ued, Imd not (Infinitely rejected tin- Haims of the 
teachers for higher pays rho fact was that the Council of Ministers had agreed 
that the question must Iks ad journed, and there was no divergence of v lew between 
himself and the Minister of Education such as hud been alleged. Mnkmm Ebeid 
further stated that the cost of granting higher rates of pay U> the teachers had 
butm greatly under-estimated by the latter, mid (has. in any case, the increase* 
granted to them in recent, years compared very favourably with those granted to 
other Hasses of officials oyer the same period. He concluded \viih the statement 
that (lie Mover tun on fa were prepared to lake into atconnl such Haims us merited 
eon si deration, especially those of the lower grades of teachers, as soon as the 
budgetary situation wjis cleared up. 

5. According to the I at cat press reports, the teachers have leaned a statement 
contest mg the n ecu racy and equity of the Minister of Fi min enlargements and 
stressing the inequality between their position and that of other Government 
nffiduW The teacher* claim that they are only asking for justice. 

6. It is evident that the Government take a scritnis view of this problem 
The Prime Minister, us stated above, has made it a prominent, feature of two 
rec&nt public speeches, and has vehemently denounced the attitude of the teacher*, 
who enjoy a certain measure of popular sympathy, 

7. As regards the nice tit strike movement among the students, the strike at. 

ihe Dar-H-UUnn, on which t reported in my despatch No, 128 of the 
20th January, was called off after the authorities of the school had undertaken 
to place the claims of the students before the Ministry of Education for 
consider)!f ion, I am n formed, however, that these students intend to call another 
meeting to discuss moans of enforcing their claim* if the Government fail to give 
them tplis fact bn within a short time. Police reports received within I he hist 
few days indicate that the students of certain technical schools in Cairo are again 
threatening to strike unless ilse Ministry of Education give prompt, attention in 
t heir demands (sec my despatch Mo. 1372 of the llfah December, 1930). 

R, A strike broke nut in the Faculty of Law of the Egypt ian University on 
the 1st March m a protest against proposed now legislation, whereby they 
believed the fee for registmt ion of practising lawyers would be increased from 
£E, a Ui EE. on. tfe |m■ s ii'il of probation before graduates could bo so registered 
would he extended from two to three years, amt the list of practising lawyers 
would be closed in seven years' 1 ime. A deputation of students was informed by 
the Minister of Justice ihat the draft regulation* were still the subject of study 
Tim *1 ndents resumed their studies after the dean of the faculty. Dr. Sanhouri. 
Find explained that the draft legislation had not yet taken final shape, that he 
himself hn I maintained that the proposed increase of the registration fee was 
mo-cssive. and that lire students had been misinformed with regard Id the other 
provisions mentioned above. Is is not unlikely, however, that further agitation 
will ensue if l he Government proceed with their intent ion of making more difficult 
admission I n the already over-crowded legal profession

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: i , TIio main topics of the debate were the need for facilities to reduce the 
high proportion of illiteracy among the lower classes* the social a ml economic 
effects of the spread of education among the fellaheen, the desirability "3 making 
provision for physical culture in the schools, black-coated unemploymoiiE and the 
teaching of foreign languages. The mi tin fees ol the debate, show clearly that 
Egyptian public opinion is becoming inoreitsUagly aiive tp the country s educa¬ 
tional needs, and to the defects of the present system, the Minister of educa¬

I doubt, in fact, whether they will Lie willing to do so. as the Sirdnneh 
is loo ciosdy connected in the minds of Egyptians with the previous 
regime, In this connexion 1 have recorded in m; t cleg rums Nos, 50, 51 and 60 the 
difficulty which arose in regard to M u jni-.( Rnn'al MarsimlM'cirmvairs desire to 
take mi'us members of the mission certain (four) of 1 he British serving officers 
previously attached to the Egyptian army. This incident, together with other 
minor indie tit ions, show that Egyptian opinion is somewhat sensitive regarding 
t.Ln: role which the military mission is to play in Egypt. Both in the press and 
elsewhere the purely advisory pha meter of the mission's functions is const nr illy 
harped upon, and it is dear that Major-General Marshall-Cornwall and the 
momlKu’s of his staff will have lo trend warily if they arc to avoid offending 
Egyptian susceptibilities. Apart from this, however, Major-General Marshal! 
Cornwall has already actively taken up his work ami has succeeded in making a 
number of useful contacts, lie has now. at the request of the Minister of War, 
submitted a preli lit inary scheme for the reorganise ion of the Egyptian army with 
u view to some provision being made therefor in the forthcoming budget. Copies 
of Major-General .Marshall Cornwall's noie lo the Minister of War, and the 
schedule annexed thereto, are enclosed.

On the other hand, the War Minister would not accept my suggestion to 
median toe the two cavalry squadrons, on Mm plea that they could not he dispensed 
with. These arc merely* being retained on a horsed busts for purposes of cere 
inomal parades, which could be earned out equally well by the bodyguard 
squadron. 

Another mutter in which the War Minister hesitated to follow the advice or 
the mission was the extension of service of n.r.o.'a. A Imlf-haarted attempt wan 
made to induce iumCh in extend their service, but the terms proposed by the 
mission were not offered, and in rausequenra very few n.c.o A volunteered to extend 
tlahr service. As an a] tentative method, a mm-eommissioned officers ' school is 
being stalled, although I do not consider lids the ideal solution. 

The General Officer Dominant I tog British Troops in Elgypl, afforded the 
greatest assistance to the mission by organising comparative trials of various 
M.T- vehicles so ns to enable tlie Egyptian military authorities Io select the- typos 
most suited Lo locrd conditions These tests sire still in progress, 

In addition, a Inrgt number of Egyptian officers were attached to British 
units during the regimental am! brigade training of the British troops in Egypt, 
and Bliukvi Ihtsha and a number of Hcnior Egyptian officers were privileged to 
attend the British army mimceuvres in the El Wnsta area from the loth to the 
1 BlTi March. 

Having been requested by the Egyptian War Minister to help him lo start 
mi ammunmim factory in "ihia couhtry, I induced some representaE ives of 
Imperial Chemical Industries income out from Lmidcm on the 17th March, and 
put t hem in (ouch with the War Ministry. The negotiations are still in progress. 

From the 2&i=h to llic 31st March, accompanied by inv GAO. 1, I carried out 
a detailed reooriuitaHiuce of the Siwa Oasis, the Libyan frontier between Siwa arid 
So Hum and the country round Mersa Mai mb The si rat ogle problems of the 
Western Desert, and ojf th# Frontiers Adratotolot ion. have been rlonely studied in 
cmi junction witli Hencitpmrtorft, British Troops in Egypt. 

During the whole period under review the mission lots been in almost 
runUnuous conference with the Egyptian army Mutt in order to work out 
establishments and organisation for the new units to be created Thu choice of 
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Bites for the new schools of instruction, the lay-out of new workshops and the 
drafting of training programmes, have involved the closest, eol 1ft bora lion between 
the mission and the Egyptian military authorities. 

Acting on my advice, the War Ministry }\m selected an officer for appoint- 
merit as military attache to the Egyptian Embossy in London, and he will shortly 
proceed to lake up his duties. Tim appointment’ should facilitate and apeclcrara 
communication regarding the supply of war material, which has hitherto had to 
lie transmitted from Cairo to London by diplomat ie channels. 

I have also been seriously preoccupied with the question of l lie Egyptian 
higher command and staff, perhaps the weakest component in the whole ol their 
military fabric. I have been fortunate in obtaining from the British troops in 
Egypt the service while ou leave of Brevet Lieuteiifuit-Colonel J. N„ Kennedy, 
M.C., Royal Artillery, who is studying the inner working of the Egyptian War 
Ministry‘and will shortly make recommendations for its reform. 

8. Provision of ;V> 2 v A mis and Equipment. 

Another subject which has presented the military mission with serious 
problems is that of re-equipping the Egyptian army with modern armaments. 
The prior claims of home .defence, counted wiili the delays inherent in the 
adoption and production of new weapons, lmve made it difficult for the War Office 
to promise any rapid provision of inateruil to Lbe reorganis'd Egyptian army. 
The introduction of the Bren lighl machine gun and tlie decision to rearm the field 
artillery with a ^-pounder have rendered the existing types of British infantry 
and artillery armament obsolescent; yet Brens will not he available for Egypt Mil 
1638, nor 4 25-^oiiueka :- before 1940. flow is the new model Egypt cm army to train 
in the meantime? Foreign munition m n nil fact ui era have not been slow Lo press 
the advantages of their own wares, and unless Gmai Britain van make some gesture 
in the way of delivering the goods it will he difficult to rani hat thto tomptiUinn. 

The problem of providing tin* Egyptian army with types of mechanical 
transport suited to the difficult conditions of desert warfare. is siIho nnr which has 
occupied the attention of the mission. Comparative trials of viiriotts types of 
vehicles were carried out on tho fith March, hut these wm i not conclusive, and 
further reliability trials are being organised prior to m final derision I icing taken. 
The question of simplicity in design, in mninUmamv and in the stocks of spare 
parts required, has to be kept in mind, as well ns riet.ii;il trad tonal efficiency. 

0. Conclusion. 

In conclusion it should be pointed out that the mission, in its present, 
embryonic condition, is not. capable of adequately handling the multiplicity of 
tasks which it has been called upon to perform The Egyptian army is so lacking 
in all the qualities of leadership and is so backward in every rojmeri, Mia! Mu: 
concentrated energies of a considerable tram of Riilish officers will he ticccsaary 
to regenerate it. The main effort of the military mission during the first three 
months of its existence has boon to prepare the sewl bed for that rcigaitcrat ion by 
winning the confidence nf the Egyptian army and of the Egyptian people.

I have the honour to inform 
you that an interesting debate took plate in the Dhnntbur of Deputies on (hr 
a 1st May m the subject of the Finance Committee's report on the section of the 
budget dealing with the requirements of the Ministry of War and Marine, A

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2. Abdel Aziz el Sufnai {Nationalist) opened the debate by remarking that 
the Minister of War had not introduced his budget with a speech setting forth 
his policy, or announcing the rcshlta of the Undur-Secvetavy^e journey to the 
Sudan, or the; measures taken for the security of the frontiers. panicufarlv the 
western frontier, where Egypt’s neighbour was reported to possess largo forces 
and to be establishing fortifications. This speaker then urged the necessity for 
a new Military Service Law to facilitate the recruitment of a better type of 
soldier. He also urged that Egyptian officers should he attached to i he military 
mission in order to unify and expedite its work, and further suggested that the 
members of the mission should give instruction to army officers to obviate the 
necessity for sending a large number of officers abroad. 

3. Turning to the credit of £750,000 representing Egypt's contribution to 
the Sudan Defence Force, Abdel Am Sufruu staled that this payment was no 
longer justified in view of the provisions of the 'Anglo- Egyptian Treaty. 

4. Abdel Hamit! Said (Nationalist) criticised the high cost of maintaining 
the army as computed with those of other countries. He alleged that essential 
armaments wore jacking, that the air force was inadequate, both in equipment 
and personnel, and that no attention was paid to the important, question of 
protection against poison g?is, He referred lo a report that lhe (hiwtimivut was 
unable to obtain delivery of gnus from Engl find before 1933, and maintained that 
Egypt was at liberty to purchase them elsewhere, ns Iraq had dona. 

5. Abdel Hamid Said endorsed I lit' remark# of the previous speaker with 
regard to Egypt's contribution to the Sudan Defence Force, and alleged ihat of 
the total sum only £200,000 was spent on tho defence forces, the remainder being 
nticd to pay the salaries of English and other officials, and even to subsidise 
missionaries in the Sudan, 

fl. Ismail Sidkv Pasha urged thill Egypt's alliance with Great Britain 
should presuppose Egypt's freedom Lo adopt any policy designed to secure her 
defence, and to conclude agreements with other Powers to avoid the risk of 
dangerous conflicts. Sulky Pasha said that ai was necessary that recruitment for 
the army should be extended to all classes of tho population, and that short-term 
military service, followed by periodical training should he made obligatory for 
all. lie considered that the contribution to I lie Sudan Defence Force might well 
he discontinued in view of the treaty, and he expressed the hope that His Majesfy's 
Government and the Sudan Government would themselves request its suppression 
in consideration of Egypt's treaty engagements, 

7. Fikry Aboza (Nationalist) considered that it was useless to discuss 
national defence policy just now, and suggested that ii should lie considered by 
the Chamber in cumvrtt after the Ministry of War and Marine hud determined 
its policy. He proposed that n vote on the credit of £750,000 for the Sudan 
Defence Force should be suspended pending negotiations to determine the 
rout ii billion that should he paid by Egypt towards the actual expenses incurred 
in this connexion, 

8, The suggestion in favour of universal conscription was supported by 
Zoheir Salu-y (Wafdiefc), who also urged the necessity of providing credits for 
defen ding tl io town s ugn i nst a i r a l1 nek, 

fl, Abdel-el EaUiVh el Tawil, Under-Secret ary of State for Palace Affairs, 
replied on behalf of the Government that Egypt's defence needs and treaty 
obligations were the concern of various Government Department, and that it was 
therefore proposed to co-ordinate their work by the creation of a Higher Defence 
Council 

10, The rapporteur of the Finance Committee also replied to the Govern- 
mem's critics and assured the Chamber that the army would be brought up to the 
strength required for the country’s defence. As regards Egypt's contribution 
towards the Sudan Defence Force, he said that its discontinuance depended on the 
return of the Egyptian army to the Sudan, and that Lists eventuality was in turn 
contingent upon iireiiimtlancea which need not he discussed now. Implying to 
Abdel Azte-el-Sufani. the rapporteur said that the military mission was an 
advisory body, and that it was therefore impossible to define exactly either its 
competence or the period of its activities. He also mentioned that the draft 
isonecription law, which it was proposed to introduce, was now in the hands of the 
State Legal Department. 

11. The Minister of War and Marine mentioned that a credit of £250;713 
figured in the budget for the purchase of 3,000 rifles of the pattern now used in 


the British army. He referred to the despatch of missions abroad for specialist! 
dun m various branches of military science, to the increased number of candidates 
admitted to the Military School and to the attendance of Egyptian officers at the 
inanceuvres carried out by the British troops in Egypt, The Minister stated that 
it had been decided to cdnstiiutc the Egyptian army as a complete division with 
the necessary armament and ecjuipiucni and that further divisions would be 
formed in tho future. A credit of £ 1,10(101)0 was inscribed for the year 1937 38 
for expenses connected with the reinforcement of the army and air Jo vie, the 
purchase of supplies, the ex pauses of the military mission and the extension of 
Lhe Military School; tho Minister gave detailed particulars of the expenses likely 
to be incurred under these various Wdings. 

12. As the conclusion of the debate, tho President of the Chamber declared 
lliai- Fikry Alma had withdrawn his proposition for a secret session to discuss 
national defence policy. He then put to the House a motion presented by three 
.Deputies for the sip? press ion of the credit of £750,000 for the expenses of the 
Sudan Defence Force. This motion VfOs rejected, as was also another presented 
by Fikry Abasa for the suppression of this credit ponding negotiations as to the 
exact sum which ought to lie paid. The Chamber then approved the credits 
figuring in the Ministry of War’s budget.

31st March. 1.880, the Crusse was confirmed smd recognised internationally. 

7- A brief period of prosperity followed the passing of the Law of 
Liquidation, blit the Arabist rebellion and the events which culminated in the 
British occupation of Egypt in September 1862, immediately followed by the 
disastrous reverses in the Sudan, again plunged the country into financial 
cmbstrraftsmeiit. A new ban was absolutely essential, and on the Initiative of His 
Majesty's Government negotiations were begun between the Great Powers and 
Turkey, which, after prolonged discussions, resulted in the Loudon Convention 
of llm I8lh March, 1885- By the terms of this convention the functions of the 
Gaisse iu respect of die new gnaianterd loan as well m of the existing loans 
received international recognition.

(a) whether the intgntioii of the Egyptian Government is not to ncgoUnie a 
commercial treaty with any country tor sonic considerable lime, or (6) whethei 
They merely wish to postpone any sm-b negotiations until niter the l ajuluuitnmfi 
Conference, and (e) what possibilities exist ot other count ides (s.Jfo FraiH-y and 
Italy) seeking and obtaining cmumercial advantages in Egypt as the price ot 
their consent to the abolition of their eupiUiIntory rights. ^ 

2. In a conversation with Mr. Selmis on the 2nd Match, Sir Geoffrey 
Corbett, while recalling Lhat he was expressing the views of the Ministry ot 
Lorn mere© and Industry and noi noreashrily those of ihe Egyptian Gqrornment* 
said Hint, generally speaking, it was not., he believed the intention of the Egyptian 
Government to negotiate any commercial treaties for some time, as it was felt 
that the less the Egyptian Government eneq^ragfd treaty-imbuing the lewer 
would be the concessions sought of he? by other countries. 

3. Sir Geoffrey Corbett went oh tb my that he felt certain that no 
negotiations would to undertaken, or were Clash contemplated, to loro tlic 
Capitulations Conference, and that it seemed unlikely that. France and scarcely 
likelv that Hilly (who must always bear in mind her numerous nationals and 
interests in Egypt) would seek to obtain commercial arlvantages as a price oi ihmr 
. miaem to the dw&pearanre of their capitulatory rights. 

4 jsir Geoffrey (fortotfc concluded by remarking that, on Ihe whole, a general 
commercial treaty’might he a not unfitting sequel to the relinquishment of 
capitulatory rights and conducive to good feeling as between the Egyptian 
Government and Hi* Majesty's Government. He did not, however, 1 a.vour a 
tariff agreement in the form of a full-dress special instmjneut, hut only in the 
sii fi pc tpi reciprocal concessions, to be reached through the unostentatious channel 
of notes, 

j. While l agree with Sir Geoffrey Horbett that a general i Tan mi Trial treaty 
would to a theoretically appropriate sequel to the AjjMttrE^gyptiftJi T reaty and 
the relinquishment of tnpHiihuory rights, I am doubtful how tar a treaty on 
the lines of that concluded with Rnurnania on the tit 1 1 An gnat, 1930, won d be 
applicable to the ease of Egypt, We retain under the Anglo*Egyptian Treaty 
various special privileges for tn Hilary, air eitkI naval purposes which do not fit 
into the ordinary commercial treaty framework, and it seens* in any ease 
premature to consider the matter until it is possible to estimate how British 
subjects and interests are affeetud by Liu- result* of the fort huotm tig Capitulations 
Conference. The whole matter requires very 'careful study if we are to avoid 
losing -some ml vantages which we might retain by leaving the situation vague. 

6. As regards a tariff agreement. I am impressed, after a careful study of 
the Board of Trade memorandum, by the fact that we have apparently mi little 
to offer. As you are already aware, the Egyptian Government are more 
particularly concerned in obtaining concessions in respect of onions, rice, potatoes 
Find chilled liquid eggs. From the Hoard's note, it, would seem possible only to 
■ offer a concession in respect of onions. 

7 To sum up, I think that the question of negotiating a commercial treaty 
presents a number of dilfe ulttes, and. unless such a treaty could be accompanied 
Iiv a move extensive tariff agreement than rit present appear* possible, I feel bound 
to suggest that the whole matter be shelved unless and until the Egyptians develop 
on their side an enthusiasm which does not at present appeal to exist For the 
time being the eifeonragement of British capital to embark on local enterprise, 
with the corollary of order* for British machinery, Ac., seems to be the most 
practicable channel for onr activities.

connected with the {Jefetfl Aulia dam, I he couat-nicthm of which will be finished 


in 1937. , . 

3, As regards the future, the financial secretary, in summarising his budget 
proposals, considers the immediate prospects encouraging. At the same t ime be 
points out that, in the light of past ivsults. there is danger in basing future 
expectations upon the results of a particular year; and ho urges that no 
extravagant view of revenue possibilities should be taken, Fwo years ago he 
gave ii as his opinion that the Sudan reserves were some £lv 1,500*000 short of 
the HgUTC required for reasonable security. This deficiency has now been made 
good. On the other hand, he rightly observes that, ill order that the Sudan may 
avail itself to the best euI vantage of its right of conversion in 1939 in respect of 
live balance of 5A per cent, Guaranteed l^an, 1929- 69. it is essimiial ihfll ihc 
Sudan Govern mem should aim at acquiring the wrongest possible liquid reserve 
position by 1939, In addition, lie [minis out ibnt the Sudan 1ms now assumed 
J definite obligation towards Egypt by the recognition of the so-called develop 
meni deb i, which n mounts to something over £6 ini I Hon. This represents an 
addition of some 36 per cent, fit the public debt. 

4. It will be oDS&rvi'd that a provision fVn the annual Egyptian Unvern- 
im v ut 1 s contribution of £E 71HMIU0 is included in the 1937 estimates of revenue 
under the head of General Central Services, I understand from the financial 
adviser to the Egyptian Government that provision for this payment has also, in 
fact, heeii made in the Egyptian 1937 budget,

NATIVES of the Nort-huni fcjutku, like many oi theii* coreligionist* and 
Otte natives of Africa ami Asia, aiv stilt inclined,, despite liberalising influences 
and the beginning of a secular education* to political organisation along religious 
and sectarian tines. In the Sudan, Mahdiam having achieved! theocratic success 
and constituted the only native government ol iT il- whole country in recent 
history, provided the rallying ground for Moslem /.valors and all reactionary 
tdciiicnts] as such, it -was strictly proacrilwsd niter the Anglo-Egyptian 
I'ccnuqiitt&t. lU repression, as Lhe order of the day, was tacitly accepted by a 
crjniplcEety weary and disorganised public until, aL the end of the Great War 
(prerunnirel) pet'ha pa, but for personal services rendered), its leading 
protagonist. Bayed Abdel Uahmaii, was given a C.V.O. (euhsct[UeTitly, in ltl2ti, lie 
was given n K.BIv,), the rttllh (prayer book) was released for discreet- 
el rcuIntioTi, and something like a htt-frujah (lit, ‘'freedom 1 ’) tolerated if not 
officially sanctioned, T hence id rwa rd the movement has been organised at its 
centres' Alia and Qmdui‘man—surreptitiously and on a mu re pacific model to 
conform with diet a Lea of political expediency and the spread of modernist ideas.

In tins connexion it must he remembered that, whilst the MabdL 
Mohammed Ahmed, may lie regarded by ns as an importer, bis teaching vOntaiued 
certain Puritan " eleuniUs of IhiI.Ii Wahabism and Semissism, and its uiystic 
and laillermi’inn ideas consul easily with many Moslem*'—and especially Wesl 
Ai'i'iejuw" iiiclinations.

It may 
lie ihat economic stress and Mic growth of political aspirations amongst the 
vounger utbanised Sudanese have contributed to form n background of mild 
discontent which has been exploited by Bayed Abdel Rahman to serve personal or 
sectarian iururesis.

2 There appears, however, to have been some misunderstanding ns to the 
exact scope oi' the instruct ions given you in my despatch No, 42\ id' ihe i7t.|> April 
You assume that these instruct ions ncee-ssarify involved formal ami official repre 
stsii tat ions to the ligyptinu Govern meat. The instruct ions, however, were 
unvoriiod by the general proposition that you should use whatever you h;ul dec idol 
was to be the new technique. At the same lime, I considered that ii would he 
possible for you, while speaking in an miuflkiul capacity. to make il plain ibnl 
you were doing so on the instructions atid with the authority of His Majesty N 
Government, without this necessarily involving official lejnescntittifniB, and lhai 
iIris would give added force to your remarks; it would demonstrate that the 
mat-tor under riiricutisioii was one in which His Majesty's Goymmuml took a 
close interest, I am, however, prepared to leave to your discretion the question 
whether yon should or should not refer to the interest taken by Hi* Majesty's 
Govern men t in the state of Egyptian administration, 

3. The poini discussed in the hist paragraph of ymir despatch was dea.il 
with in an Answer lo a Purliunientui'V Question pul l>y Mr J-cekie on ilm 
'2Ht May. 1M0 (see my despatch No, *t89‘of the 2Ht!i May, 11)30}. The signature 
of the treaty need not, in my opinion, make any difference to the attitude Gf Hie 
Majoaty s tlovernnwnl as dcecribctl in this answer. Nor does the hist sentence of 
my despatch No. 4-21 of the 17th April imply that their attitude k in any way 
modified. Thu point is tlmt, whereas in 1882 foreign Towers were reluctant to 
intervene in Egypt in association with His Majestyk Government, hi future 
years, in spite of the circular addressed to the Towers on the loth March, 
mid of the answer given to Mr. Let kick question, foreign Towers may not he so 
reluctant to intervene It might, therefore, he nera&uu-y to resist iheir aitempi* 
to intervene -a position the exact opposite of that of i#$2.

% The ( 'Opts in Egypt may bu roughly divided into throe classes: (<*) the 
very rich and almost entirely Europeanised families, of which the Boutros Hindis, 
iSimaikus, Wissag and Khayai.s arc examples; (h) the Governnnml official and 
professional classes; (C) the Coptic fellaheen, mostly in Upper Egypt.

4. U wits clear that as n icsidl nt her new found freedom, Egypt, having 
a population approximately of M mi 11 km Moslems and only I milium t opis, 
would assume an increasingly Moslem colour in govern mental i natters and that 
the scales would, in the nature of things, be weighted against the latteT. This 
tendency has a I ready shown i ten] f in the matter of Government posts whore more 
Moslems and fewer I’opts arc now being appointed This is not surprising and 
also not necessarily unfair as in certain Ministries, for example, Finance and 
llxihvrivs, them has been, in tin- pnsl. an actual! prejxuidenuiee of Coptic official*. 
A reduction of the ratio would not therefore be necessarily an injustice, though 
it might mean a decline in clerical riMenoy. 

5. 3 understand also that. I here k a tendency to limit severely the entry of 
Coptic entries to I tie police and military schools. This again is mil a matter fur 
surprise and it. is indeed arguable that Moslems are more suited for these 
particular services than Copts. 

IS. These tendencies affect mainly the middle class Copts who have always 
ill Egypt provided the clerical element in the Government. The small rich upper 
class is entirely unaffected by them ns as also the pennant,ry. 

7 The Copts, together with the missions, have for route years been 
complaining licit they are inequitably treated as regards eoiuputsurv education 
and in the provision of religions Leaching in GovernmcuL schools. There have 
recently been discussions with the authorities on the subject The authorities 
have, it is true, runt shewn themselves particularly sympathetic but they can claim 
that they are doing no more than carrying out the strict letter of the law of 1033 
regarding public instruction. 

8. Apart from the pari iculur examples quoted above there U h without doubl. 
u perceptible anti-Copt feeling in the atmosphere, This is not mu-ion;-, at the 
moment and may never become ro+ unless it is dalihorfttely exploited for purposes 
of internal politics or anti foreign itgimtinu. Brqvidsd 1 Christian minorihcH are 
content to rouuiin ns umlerdpgs and do not aspire to political power, history 
shows thru, lalrun h not in iUsedf an iTitolerant faith—in fact the Koran expressly 
enjoins tolerance.

curly days uf independence Further, were they not some of the loudest shooters 
for independence, and ean they now turn round and admit that they wore mistaken 
in supporting the Nationalist movement ? 

til H is obvious that ihe Copts' best hope for the future is to adjust them- 

selves as well as they can to the new conditions. They arc Egyptian first and 

foremost ami, as Lord Cromer says in Modem Etfypf: 11 For all purposes of 
broad generalisation, the only difference between a Copt anti n Moslem is that the 
former is mi Egyptian who worships in the Christian uluuch whilst the latter is 
an Egyptian who worships in a Moslem mosque/' Such being the ease the 
t krpts should accept their numerical inferiority and, without arousing antagonism 
by aspiring to political power, adjust themselves to live under a Government which 
will probably slimy increasingly nlrong Islamic tendencies.

WITH reference to your despatch No. IIKffl of the bill September regarding 
the establishment of the Higher Defence Council, I have the honour to transmit 
herewith a copy of an e\ ti'acl from the Jo a raid offtcM giving the text of the law 
as Eimdly signed by ihe King on rhe 31 st July. 

2. Except for the addition in article 3 of H ' policy governing recruiting” to 
the functions of the Higher Defence Council and the provision of article 4 that 
a i cm hern of the General Staff other Minn the Chief of General Staff should be 
appointed by the Minister of War, the contents arc substantially unchanged from 
ibc draft law. copies of which were enclosed in Sir Miles Lam.psi.m s despatch 
No, 831 of the 3rd July. In spite of warnings conveyed to the Prime Minister

of NoJcrashi Pti#ha aild hi.s supporters, 

2. Towards the end of September, N okras, hi hired u flat near the premises 
of the newspaper Ahrmn in Gniro to serve as an office ami as a cHih for Ids 
supporters. On the 3rd October, while a meeting was being held of some Stiff of 
his hii^ i]Toi-Lery to inaugurate the dub, a number of hlnesirirls appeared and a 
clash nisned which resulted in n few injuries on both aides. The elufc prendre* 
fluttered mm durimge, the glass in the doors and windows being smashed. One 
of Nnkrnahi s followers subsequently handed to the police a dagger which he said 
he had snatched from one of the bliieshiruduring i he ipiaiTcL The police effected 
a number of arrests, including five members of the bLucahirls, and the parquet is 
now conducting mi enquiry into the incident. 

:J. According to ponce reports, Nokrushi’s supporters are showing great 
activity in their propaganda among students apparently with considerable 
success, particularly in She Azhar. They claim i hut large mini her* of studeius 
are now definitely anti-Government and in favour of NoknishL At a meeting 
of university students held on the 2nd October, ii is stated that a decision was 
taken to form ;i 11 Students' High Committee 11 to spread propaganda arming 
tladr colleagues and to organise their political netA lies. The coinrn.ittee is to 
include a representative from each of the faculties of the Azhar. ft was also 
decided that in view of the fact that the press is prohibited from publishing news 
regarding students' activities (see my despatch No. Util of the Htb October) 
einnibltfl should lie issued both among flic students and to the public generally 

giving.account of the student movement. The students further drew up a list 

of li fly live schools in Cairo ami decided that in the near future n general 
congress should he field to which Nokrushi would be invited. Pressure was also 
in he brought to hear on Deputies to obtain their support by sending deputations 
of students to cull an them. 

4 After the meeting, the students visited Nokrushi to report their decisions, 
Nnkrnsbi expressed satisfaction and instructed them to submit n report, on their 
proceedings. lo the palace. lie also urged that each one of them should constitute 
himself a delegate to spread propaganda in his own village, thus ensuring a wide 
dissentinai ion of news of their movement lo counteract the silence imposed on the 
press. 

а. Afl regards the Opposition press, the police report states that the 
proprietors of tho fUihttih are taking slops to obtain licences to issue several 
papers in order that if one is suspended another may be published in its place, 

б. A further police report which confirms these various activities of

2, After n jeremiad regaidiug Ihe inevitability of disorders, financial 
embarrassments, a dynastic conflict, &c., the prince mentioned that lie had had a 
long talk with Ahmed Maher, who had told him that the (.iovemmcnl's action in 
forcing people to attend provincial demonstrations, organise decorations, &e,, was 
causing great discontent among the people already hard hit. by the fall of cotton 
prices—u fall, incidental!} 1 , for which the ignorant hdfl ihe (Government, 
responsible. 

3, The prince then on I urged on the lack of any direction in (lie Palace and 
on the absolute necessity of the appointment of Ati Maher to the post of head of 
the Royal Cabinet as being the only man whom the King would I rust. The prince 
said that he had never liked Ali Maher much, hut it was useless to make head 
ot fhe Royal Cabinet a man whom the King did not trust; Buds a nvm would not 
be used by the King, who would continue to he counselled by Ali Maher, 

4, The prince then went on to say that (he King was accumulating piles of 
protests which ware being addrcssod to him from all over the country against the 
present Government., The pt inea added that the day would come when the King 
would Consider that the protests were sufficiently general for him to take action. 
The oriental secretary enquired what Ids Highness meant by " action/ 1 Did 
he mean that the King would dismiss Kalins? Surely that would mean a very 
violent, conflict. The prince replied that bo thought that the King's assertion 
would take the form of insisting on the appointment of Ali Maher as head of 
the Royal On hi net. The oriental secretary pointed mil that such insistence against 
the declared opposition of the head of the Government would involve a serious 
crisis, 

A The prince then remarked that lie was going In see the King that 
afternoon. Mr. Smart therefore expressed the earnest hope that his Highness 
would advise the King to go slow and not toatteuipl to appoint ahead of the Royal 
Cabinet without coming to some agreement with his Prime Mi niftier. It. should 
be possible, little by little, for the King and the Vvafd to come to an agreement, 
on this subject. 

0, This prime premised to advise the King in I hut sense, but added tint, the 
question was whether His Majesty would accept his advice. He thought of 
suggesting to the King that Ills Majesty should do something agreeable to Njthas, 
*$t confer the grade of pasha on BWskmni, the present Minister of WakiV. and 
premise to confer the same grade on ether Ministers biier. The prime's idea was 
that in exchange for tflm agreeablonqsa Hahns might bo more tractable about 
Ali Maher. 

7, In conclusion, his Highness said lint he had told Zulfkar Pimhn that 
it was essential in the interests of the I’alaec that ii should maintain the closest, 
contact with the Emhaasy and keep the Brit mb thoroughly informed, 

8, Amin Daman Pasha called on me yesterday and lold me that, m a result 
of frequent discussions, Tie had brought Kahns to the point of considering the 
possibility of Ali Maher's appointment to the head of the Royal Ciibijtet oil Ihe 
basis Hint Ali Maher, ns long as Nahaa enjoyed Ins unquestioned parliamentary

WITH reference to my telegram No, m of the 28th October, 1 have the 
honour to transmit to yon herewith an interesting memorandum by the oriental 
secretory, summarising the general estimate of (lie forces now at work in Egypt, 
which has guided our action during recent months, 

2. I he outstanding feature of this appreciation is that the treaty and the 
accession of King Farouk have made no aubstnntia! change in the general frame 
work of Egyptian politics. It, remains true that the main factors are the Palace, 
the Wald, mid (although the renunciation of the reserved points bus made our 
posil ion more delicate), (he British Embassy, The host of intelligent free-lances— 
M-jliJitih'it Mahmoud, Ismail Sidki, All Maher, Ahmed Maher/ Nokrashi, Abdel 
\V jihsth Pashas - -have no solid backing, and no rallying point except the Wafd or 
the Palace, Naims Pasha Irns not merely treated the old party leaders with 
contempt, but has either driven out or alienated nil the constructive and 
intellectual elements in the Wafd itself.

Minister has stated that be intends to insist on with Ilis Majesty, with particular 
regard to their constitutionality.

Provided, therefore, 
thni ha acts through his Ministers in accordant with article 48, lie is perfectly 
free Laureateu now Ministry and to make an appointment to i(.

Ministry, and hi 
particular of their recent’ tactics in calling out labour to suppress a nibGovern¬ 
ment demonstrations. He would, l here tore, have had no objection if the 
! iovenuneut had (some out forcibly with the police and even the army to Riippina* 
demonstrations againsl itself; but their presenl policy was heading straight for 
revolution. He himsLdf had strictly discouraged all Ids students from inking part 
in the recent agitation, and hud urged Mohammed Mahmoud Fnshn not. in get 
mixed up in any way with the student demonstrators. 

8. In his opinion co operation between Nnhais Pasha and King Fui'tmk was 
completely impossible, and he felt there was only one solution, namely* lo n]>poiui 
Ahmed Maher as Prime Minister and include in the Ministry XnLrasbi Pastm 
and oflicials and independents, such us Hussein Birry ibislm. Itawan Suhry 
1‘usha, Ac. Such rt Government would demand n vote of coididtune from the 
{'’luamliciiy which would probably, if uwnre lhal refusal of coiilidic,.■ involved 
dissolution, give its vole in favour of the new Ministry. He thought IhuL if I lie 
now Miniatiy fniltid to get such a nifkjprity, Pitvliament ehould Ih> dissolved and 
elections held, these, he thought, would result in a small majority for the new 
Govern mm it. 

4. Unfort.unatch * Shaikh Fd Mnraghi said. Molmaimcd Mahmoud Pasha 
did not favour n adulion oil the above lines, Although he Imd done \\\r best to 
argue him out of it, he (Mohiunmed Mahmoud Pasha) was aiiximis to he tlie jie\t 
Prime Minister. Such a move would, in Sheikh El MaraghiA ojyinion. he a pity, 
as it would only lead to a rflsti'eiigtbemng of the Wafd. 

5. He himself, although convinced lliat the Caustliiition wns unworkable in 
3sgypt, agreed t ha L for the presenl il was iiecesiary 1 o work on crus»tiLut iona 1 
Hues, though ho foresaw' in the future its complete hictikdown, 

I). As regards religious issues in Egy pt, Sheikh I 1 Maraghi r'cferred to his 
apprehensions, previously expressed, regarding Goptic dpmiuutaon tlirough 
Malcmn Eheid Ihi-Iia lie wan fearful that in due course anutlmr Wiirdnni (Piu 
murderer of Boutros Ghuli 1‘aslia) would he found amongst the exeitable sludent 
i.'lcnmnts. Whilst himself deprecating wtrongly the use of the religious issue to 
reduce Coptic p over, lie fell that it was excessive in proportion to their numbers, 

7. Further, he imd always himself been against religious agitaium. arid had 
refused pcrsisleiUly to enlcrluin the constant demands made lo litin that as 
Sheikh of El A^iuir, ho should openly oppose Great Britain's poticy in Pule si itie 

8. In couctudiiig his talk. Sheikh El M mag hi urged sntsst. GnmgSy ttuu wu 
shoukt not allow the general iiiipreesion Lo continue in the minds of the people 
that wc were supportitig the Wnfdial Cinvermnmit. He gave this advice, lie siiid, 
citrnesllv an an old friend of our*.

the Insi ruumtfi signed nr. Montrcnx). h. w ill be seen that the agreement made 
between the Itnlmns and the Egyptian authorities .specifically limited the pro¬ 
tection to be a horded to Italian establishment to those engaged in edmadional, 
religious and charitable activities, 

4. J[i tile fimiiiJ.Hirnicfti Mr. Itesly llmnghi it would hr inadvisable for the 
Egyptian Uovmiiucjii hi lake action with regard to Hie military training of 
Fascist groups until after the abolition of the Capitulations in October next. 
It might then be pointed out to the Italian Minister by the Minister for Foreign 
Affairs that this form of training would endanger their rights under the terms 
of the Montreux Convention.

then deal with the matter under the existing law (Native Penal Code governing 
such importations), Action should then be taken against individuals and not 
against, the Fascist organisation.

no ire in Egypt. The Government press ns n whole criticised the Opposition 
papers for reproducing the text of the Obttvrwr's article and said that their object 
in doing so was to create dissension between the Palace and the Cabinet. The 
MokutUm published an Arabic translation of an article in the Egyptdtit. GtmdU 
disapproving of tile Observer** comments.

communique, a copy of which 1 enclose, on the 3lHh August. The resolution, „* 
passed, was unchanged except Unit, in the draft shown to mu by Naims Pasha, 
point, (5) of the Governor--General's conditions stated that the Egyptian officers 
would be attached to the stall of the Major-General, who, in the name and on 
behalf of the Governor General, would be in command of all the forces stationed 
in the Hu dan, The position as stated in tire resolution aoiiiiilly passed, which says 
that they will be attached to the staff “of Urn Genera I Hcadquartert!,” is not 
strictly iwyuruto, but, no doubt, the Council of Ministers boggled at the reference 
in a published document to the existence of a British officer commanding. In 
view of the fact, however, that the principle that the supreme command "of all 
the forces in the Sudan is vested in the Governor General is fully safeguarded 
I sec no reason to take except ion to this alteration. 

2. The arrangements arrived at for the return of the Egyptian troops have 
been greeted with almost unanimous approbation by the press." 1 Owirm to the fact 
that, at the time of Ibrahim Khairy PnsJm 1 * dlscuBsuiiia with the Governor- 
General ni Khartum, it had Imm Honoured that the Governor General was 
resisting the return of more than half a battalion of Egyptian hoops and had 
refused to have any troops al all in Khartum, public opinion is more than satisfied 
with the present arrangement- Indeed, it baa been pointed out that, inasmuch 
as tho Governor General has agreed to the attachment of Egyptian officers to the 
General Staff, the Egyptian Government have secured more than the strict 
stipulations of ihe Anglo-Egypt lari Treaty. The mutter litis, however, given rise 


to specula lions in the press as to the further payment of the annual subvention 
of £E. 760,000, the view being expressed in some newspapers that, nitre the 
Egyptian forces have returned to the Sudan, that payment should cease.

4. On the termination of the appoint mold of n member of the military

tiie aims of the Sudan Government in sending the party seem, in this respect, to 
have been fully realised. 

3. When the party passed through Egypt on their way to Kngland I felt 

some doubt as to wisdom of sending them hy this route owing to the local 
iFite.rest likely to he aroused, They had, however, only it few hours in Cairo 
and Alexandria, ami wo no opportunity was then afforded for exploitation by the 
Egyptians. ■ 

h it was dittorent unforiun ;l 1 ely on 11 iuir return, As reported iti my 
telegram No. o7, Saving, of the 8th Juno by a fortuitous concatenation of 
circumstances the party travelled back in the Same ship as Nahas Pasha, who 
immediately took them, under his wing. Whether from ulterior motives or from 
l.u'k of judgment Nahas Pasha himself paid, and caused to bo paid hy his party, 
the most exaggerated attention to these young men. 

5. _ Although informed by one of them that they were in no wav an official

to see how U can be prevented, unless it van be arranged when he is in England 
that he either returns via Port Sudan, nr flies din-n through to Kbnriuni.
